It was. said tio 
mine was closed by the orders uf tie trustees 
in the East, while the report was rife amony 
the workmen that they were discharged br 
the officers of the company to make piece. for 
Cornish miners. During last night the mol 
seized the person of Mr. Canfield and put him 
astride of a rail, and carried him around the 
town. They entered the saloons which lay 
in their route, retaining Canfield in his disa- 
greeable positicn, eae and amusing them- 
selves at his expense he mob of ruffians 
brought up finally atthe Highbridge saloon, 
in which Lewis M. Bedrow, forinerly City 
Marshal of Austin, and others were silting. 
It appears that Cantield was permiited to get 
off the rail while his persecutors drank. As 
they prepared to resume their mgrch ith 
Canfield, Bodrow remarked to him that “f 
he did not choose to get on the rail he neeri 
not.” The remark gave offence to a ruftian 
named Patrick Dignen, and words ensued be- 
tween them. Dignen is reported to have struck 
Bodrow in the face. One or the ether of them 
opened the door of the saloon and stepped 
out and fired his pistol. Whereupon almost 
in a second of time from fifteen io twenty-five 
shots were fired, apparently at Bodrow, as it 
was found there were but two shots ont of his 
pistol. The poor fellow received a number 
of fatal wounds. One pistol shot entered his 
right side and passed through his body, and 
another entered a his back Below the point of 
the right shoulder. We received, aiso, tivo 
frightful wounds from a knife, one of which 
ew the groin to the depth of four or 
ve inches. Dignen is shot through the right 
and in the right arm, aud it is very 
dou whether he can survive. Bodrow 
was conscious until within a few niinutes of - 
his. death, which occurred at hali-past fou, 
three hours after he was wounded. We bhava 
not yet examined his body, and do not know 
but that more wounds may be found. Thera 
are eight bullet holes through his coat, be- 
sides a knife cut behind. In the midst of tha 
shooting Mr. Canfield was taken off to u se- 
cure place by some friends. Bodrow~ was 
from Marlborough, Massachusetts, and leaves 
brothers living somewhere. He was uomsr- 
ri Bodrow met his death in the defeuss 
of rightand while progesting against cowardly 
raffianism, and his memory will be chetished 
by brave, fearless men everywhere.

Better News for Income Tax Payers. 


«im. Wednesday's issue of the we 
undertook to unravel some of the intricacies 
of the Income Tax law, by the light of the 
decisions of the Comissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. Among other things, referring to the 
-difficulties in the way of a practical under- 
standing of the law, we said: 

‘In addition to. this, there have been so 
many amendments to the original Act, and so 
many decisions of at 

coustruin Ww 
Commissioner of [Internal Revenue can make 
the necessary affidavit and be sure he is ex- 
actly right.” 

Our editorial on the subject turns out to be 
an exemplification of the correctness of that 
paragraph. 

We stated that the decisions of the Reve- 
nue officers at Washington held that the gains 
in each kind of business must be separutely 
returned, and the losses incurred in one sort 
of business could not be set off against the 
income derived from another, and expressed 
our opinion of the manifest injustice of such 
arulivg. Our authority was a circular appa- 


Assessors and published in the newspapers 
for the information of the people, as an ad- 
vertisement. In our comments we confived 
ourselves to a synopsis of this circular, which 
we find at length in the Gold Hill News. 
Under the sab heading of **Mauner of making 
up statement of Income,” the circular says: 
By the 118th section of the law, the Com- 
missioner of Tuternal Revenue is empowered 
to prescribe the form and manner in which the 
statement of income :ust be made up. . This 
he has done in a piinicd blank used by the 
Assistaut Assessor, aod in varions circulars 


and rulings. The following is a summary of 
what has been p:escribed. 


Then follow various rules which we ‘con- 
densed into the proposition above quoted, 
together with the decision of Commissioner 
Lewis that it ‘‘hud been the uniform ruling, 
that when a ioss is made in a particular busi- 
ness against which there are no gains to off- 


in that business.” (The italics are in the orig- 
inal from which we copied.) The _—— 
then goes on as follows: 

4. How far different kinds of business must 
be returned separately is shown by the fol- 
lowing rulings of Commissioner Rollins: 

(a)——‘*Loss incurred in the prosecution of 
one kind of business cannot be deducted trom 

in business of an entirely different char- 
acter, nor from salary, rents, dividends, etc.” 

(b)--‘*Losses incurred in the prosecution of 
one branch of business cannot be deducted 
from gain in another, since the absolute loss 
incurred in the prosecution of a single busi- 
ness is indispensably « loss of capital.” 

(c)—‘*Losses in merchandise can be de- 
ducted only from gains in merchundise; but, 
in this case, jcular brauches of merchan- 
dise need not be separated. So in specula- 
tions, the loss or gain from stock may offset 
loss or gain from produce speculated in.” 

(d)—‘‘Merchants must make return of their 
profite from merchandise without regard to 

their losses in speculation, or gains from in- 
ree dividends, rents, or any other source.’ 

(¢)-—‘*Losses in speculation cannot be de- 
ducted from salaries, nor from gain in mer- 
chandise. When losses are sustained in one 
Witen. and gains made in another spec- 

such losses may be deducted from 

such gains. Losses in one branch of mer- 

' ehandise may be deducted from gains in any 
other branch of merchandise.” 

This circular, or as it is headed, ‘Abstract 
of the Annual Income Tax,” is being pub- 
lished both east and west, apparently by au- 
thority, and from its wording we judged and 


at Washington. But whether this is so or 
not, there is evidently a screw loose some- 
where, for the decisions of Commissioners 
Lewis and Rollins appear to have been over- 
tarned. 

We are indebted to General Cheltain, the 
Assessor for this District, for a volume entitled 
“The Internal Revenue Guide,” containing 
the law of July 13, 1866, with decisions, etc., 
edited by Charles N. Emerson, of Massachu- 
setts. We presume that this is official and 
contains the latest decisions. At all events 
the officials in Utah are acting under it. In 
the appendix, page 277, section 38, we find
